The aspect of railway operation with which the general public is most familiar is, perhaps, 
that of passenger transportation, and undoubtedly facilities tor speedy, safe and 
comfortable transportation, such as is provided by the Canadian railways, are of 
prime importance to the whole community.

It is all right to include the agar as a help 
toward establishing regular movements each 
day but at the same time you are to adopt all 
of those good habits of living which will help 
to return the intestines to their normal working 
power, thus banishing constipation entirely. 

| Adding a large quantity of cooked and raw 
| non-starchy vegetables to the diet will act 
; about the same as agar-agar as the vegetables 
will also provide plenty of bulk. 

At the present time agar-agar may be pur- 
chased at drug stores and health food stores in 
packaged form and is also available in emul- 
sions where it is combined with mineral oil and 


other substances. 

The name agar-agar comes from the East 
Indies and refers to a substance extracted from 
different seaweeds, which is also called Japan- 
ese gelatin and vegetable gelatin. Agar-agar 
is composed chiefly of gelose and while insolu- 
ble in cold water, is soluble in hot water. It is 
colorless and almost tasteless. 

Those who are troubled with constipation 

will do well to try the agar-agar treatment at 
least for a short time. One way of preparing 
it is to pour 4 ounces of boiling water over 4 
tablespoonful of agar-agar and to let stand for 
about 15 minutes until cool enough to drink 
Add one wineglassful of prune juice and drink, 
just before going to bed. 
Another way is to start with 1 tablespoonful 
of a agar with each meal and each day in- 
crease 1 tablespoonful until you are taking 3 
tablespoonsful at each meal. It may be added 
to raw salads or cooked vegetables. As the in-

amount of agar-agar until you find you are able 
to stop using it. 

Agar r can not be considered habit form- 
ing and I have had many patients report to me 
that they obtained successful results following 
the taking of it. At least it contains no irritating 
substances and is safe to use even with those 
who are aged, or in those cases where there may
